MEADOW PURCHASE. 


Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark: 
Addressed. 


Gentlemen: 


Respecting the resolution presented 
to your Board on May 22nd last, pro- 
viding for the rescinding of 13 reso- 
lutions appropriating divers sums of 
money for the purchase by the City 
of Newark of certain tracts of 
meadow lands, and referred to the 
Law Department for reasons, in 
writing, for the disapproval of the 
titles of the parcels of land described 
in said resolutions and the present 
status of each parcel, as to posses- 
sion and title, I desire to submit the 
following report: 


Security Land and Improvement 
Company, May 20, 1914, $1,050. 

The title of this parcel, containing 
2.60 acres, was disapproved because 
the land company’s ownership there- 
of was subject to an outstanding tax 
The 
land is now owned by the City of 
Newark, by conveyance from all per- 
sons having any interest therein.

where no direct tapping benefits are 
derived therefrom by the properties 
assessed. 

(Signed by three hundred and six- 
teen owners.)

If 
you are satisfied that the report filed 
by the Assessment Commissioners is 
a proper assessment you may now 
at this time confirm the report, and 
if from your investigation and study 
you are satisfied that perhaps there 
should be some alterations you may 
send it back to the Assessment Com- 
missioners to make whatever correc- 
tions you see fit, or you may refer it 
to a committee of this Board. If 
from your investigation and study 
of the matter you are satisfied that

Commissioner Raymond: In my 
opinion there are certain methods 
adopted in making these assessments 
which I think are questionable, and 
I think we ought to take testimony. 
We can refer it to some one to take 
testimony.

Mayor СШеп—Ког some years 
there has been going on in the City 
of Newark an effort to get rid of 
one of the most inniquitous agen- 
cies that has ever inflicted itself on 
this city—an agency composed о: 
men who have robbed the City of 
Newark and who have robbed the 
citizens of Newark. I have made 
this charge on several occasions се- 
liberately and I am making it now. 
With dishonest methods this agency 
has come into the City of Newark 
and has robbed the city and has 
robbed the people of the city. Whe - 
ever this firm has gone it has left 
behind it a trail of scandal, a trail, 
of extortion and bribery, a trail “' 
bribery that is indecent and rotten. 
A crooked firm composed of crooks 
who have deliberately robbed the 
people with whom they did business, 
as has been the case in this city for 
many years, and it has been well 
known that any official with whom 
this firm did business was himself 
under suspicion whether he was hon- 
est or dishonest, In various cities 
of the United States which had the 
misfortune to have this firm come 
into them and do business with them 
there have always been law suits for 
charges of bribe giving and bribe 
taking-—charges of the worst kind 
of seandal—and it has been invar- 
iably determined that the charges 
were well founded. This firm hes 
been branded throughout the United 
States as a firm of dishonest persons, 
doing a dishonest business and rot- 
bing the people with whom they 
did business. I say this on my own 
responsibility. I have fought this 
firm for years— the City of Newark. 


This 15 the firm that is known as 
the Standard Bitulithic Company— 
and under various other names— 
throughout the country. It has been 
very difficult to defeat this firm in 
the courts, and citizens—hundreds of 
them—have protested to the officials 
of the City of Newark against the 
kind of pavement that this firm 
laid. They have always laid pave- 
ment under closed specifications with- 
out any real competitive bidding on 
any job on which bitulithic was laid, 
and therefore the people did not 
receive their legal or just rights. 
Why is a fake price filed here with 
the Board of Commissioners similar 
to other fake prices filed with other 
boards of the country? That is presu- 
mably to meet the law. I do not know 
under what proceedings these streets 
are now being paved with bitulithic. 
It used to be the understanding of 
the officials of Newark that it was 
necessary to have the owners and 
a majority of the residents on the 
streets to be improved sign a petition 
in favor of these improvements 
Many of these were filed with the 
Board. We immediately branded 
them as being signatures obtained 


"under false pretenses and misrepre- 
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sentation by a crowd of men em- 
ployed by a firm of crooks doing a 
crooked business. Now, I have 
thought we could get rid of this firm 
some time ago, and I spoke to Com- 
missioner Raymond about it on sev- 
eral occasions. Some time ago Com- 
missioner Raymond told me that he 
was trying to get rid of this com- 
pany, but I am surprised to see this 
resolution come in before this board. 
I am astonished to see the City of 
Newark placed at the mercy of this 
firm of crooks. I do not think that 
the City of Newark is deserving of 
that kind of treatment at the hands 
of a crooked firm, and I say now to 
you gentlemen that I am willing to 
go before the people of Newark on 
this proposition on a recall petition. 
I want to lay it right before you 
now. I am either going to ђе 


straight as а member of this Board 
and transact the business of the City 


‘of Newark in a legitimate, straight 


manner or I am going to walk out of 
this City Hall. I wil not continue 
to do business with the same old 


gang in the same old manner, and if’ 


the City of Newark cannot get better 
results from Commission government 
then it had better go back to the old 
form of government. I say that de- 
liberately and considerately. I finally 
came to the conclusion that now is 
the time to bring the matter before 
the Board and to settle it once and 
for all. As far as I am concerned, 
I am going out tomorrow if this 
resolution passes and this firm is 
allowed to do business with the city 
апа start whatever movement I deem 
necessary to take the people of New- 
ark out of the clutches of this firm 
of erooks, as I have tried to do in 
the past.

Commissioner Raymond: I will 
зау briefly that when the question 


of paving came up from time to time. 


I gave great consideration to the 
Mayor's objection to the Standard 
Bitulithic Company. For some time 
I did not give any contracts for bitu- 
lithic paving. Now I have the recom- 
mendations of Mr. Sherrerd, Mr. Van 
Duyne and Mr. Howell that this is 
the best kind of paving for certain 
parts of the city and the cheapest, 
and I shall continue to bring in such 
resolutions as long as I think best. 
While I was Mayor I approved resolu- 
tions for the Board of Works for the 
paving of streets with bitulithie as 
I was not at all convinced then that 
asphalt was the best form of pave- 
ment for the City of Newark. I am 
convinced that the bitulithic pave- 


I am opposed to this reso- . 


ment is the best and most satisfac-' 


tory for residential streets, and I am 
therefore going to vote for this res- 
olution. In support of this, as I 
Said before, I have the opinion of 
three honest, disinterested engineers 
who have very carefully considered 
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the matter from ап engineering 
standpoint. Because of the Mayor's 
attitude in this matter I seriously 
considered what was best for the 
people of Newark and decided that 
certain streets would give better re- 
sults with bitulithic pavement. 

Mr. Van Duyne, who was called 
upon by Commissioner Raymond, 
stated he considered bitulithic pave- 
ment the best for purely residential 
Streets, the best from an engineering 
point of view and from the point of 
actual service. I am not in favor 
of having bitulithic on a street where 
there is a heavy traffic because it 
does not stand up. 


Engineer Sherrerd stated he never 
recommended bitulithic pavement for 
Market Street because of the heavy 
traffic over this street, but that he 
did recommend bitulithic pavement 
for purely residential streets. “It 
is my judgment that bitulithic is а 
more satisfactory pavement for cer- 
tain classes of residential streets, 
and the engineering reason for the 
difference between  bitulithic and 
asphalt is that bitulithic is composed 
of а grading of stones which gives 
sufficient density and inherent sta- 
bility in itself to carry the load of 
traffic without displacement similarly 
to macadam, while asphalt pavements 
on account of the fact that the min- 
eral ingredients are sand and pul- 
verized limestone which will not 
withstand heavy loads until mixed 
with a binding material makes it 
necessary to use for asphalt pave- 
ments an asphaltic cement which is 
harder and more brittle than is the 
case with bitulithic. In bitulithie 
pavements a softer mixture of as- 
phaltie cement can be used without 
displacement of the mineral particles 
in summer and an asphalt cement 
which will not crack in winter. 
Usually this is not true of the asphalt 
cement mixture in asphalt pave- 
ments.” 

Mayor Gillen: You recommend 
bitulithic as against asphalt for these 
streets? 


Engineer Sherrerd Yes, for а 
purely residential street. 
Mayor Gillen: Why is it, Mr. 


Sherrerd, they do not lay bitulithic 
in the city of New York? 


Engineer Sherrerd: There may be 
a prejudice on the part of the engi- 
neers against it. 


Engineer Howell, who was called 
upon by Commissioner Raymond, 
made the following statement: These 
Streets that are mentioned in the 
notice of intention are resurfacing 
jobs on telford foundations with the 
exception of one street, which is 
Roseville Avenue. I think we have 
in the neighborhood of forty miles 
of bitulithic streets and the only 
trouble we have had is where we dis- 
covered defective concrete bases 
which were laid by other contractors 
and not laid by the bitulithie people 
themselves.
